ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1944* 


Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twenty-third 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  endea  31st  December,  1944,  and  it  is  still  necessary,  in 
the  interests  of  economy,  to  be  as  concise  and  comprehensive 
as  possible. 

The  year's  statistics  show  a  slight  change  in 
comparison  with  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  has 
increased  as  you  will  see  from  *18.56  to  23*39  and  the  death 
rate  has  slightly  increased  from  11.12  to  12*33*  The  infantile 
death  rate  is  rather  higher  per  thousand  births,  the  actual 
total  being  31 . 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  figures  are  given  elsewhere, 
but  there  is  still  need  to  stress  the  importance  of 
Immunisation.  It  is  generally  recognised  through  the  length 
and  breadth  of  the  Country  that  the  prevalence  of  Diphtheria 
since  wholesale  immunisation  was  established  has  considerably 
decreased  and  it  is  believed  that  if  we  could  treat  the 
desired  8G9  of  the  child  population,  Diphtheria  might  be  wholly 
eliminated. 


I  should  very  much  like  for  my  part  to  say  farewell 
and  long  life  to  Mr.  John  Tomlinson  who  retired  during  the 
year.  I  have  expressed  before  on  various  occasions  the 
happy  years  of  association  we  had  together.  He  has  been  a 
valuable  servant  of  the  Community  who  gave  of  his  best  to  the 
Department  whole-heartedly  and  unstintingly  and  while  wishing 
him  well  in  his  retirement  we  welcome  his  successor,  Mr.  T.  W. 
Walton,  who  comes  to  us  as  a  stranger  but  with  a  gift  of 
making  friends  and  enfusing  confidence  in  all  his  associations 
and  undertakings. 

We  looked  forward  to  peace  this  year  and  behold,  we 
got  it,  unexpectedly  in  the  East.  The  prospect  for  the 
future  is  grim  but  if  we  as  a  Nation  show  the  same  purpose  and 
tenacity  which  we  demonstrated  during  the  fighting  years,  we 
can  look  forward  into  the  years  ahead  with  great  hopefulness. 
Courage  must  be  our  motto.

District  Council, 

Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  annual 
report  as  Sanitary  Inspector » 

The  report  also  covers  the  period  during  which 
my  predecessor,  Mr .J, Tomlinson,  who  retired  in  July  1944, 
held  office, 

I  would  at  this  point  pay  tribute  to  Mr. 

Tomlinson  who  during  his  period  of  office  for  the  past 
37  years  has  done  so  much  to  improve  the  state  of  health 
of  the  Community.  By  his  courteous  ana  tactful  manner  he 
is  held  in  very  high  esteem  by  the  people  in  the  district, 

I  would  also  like  to  acknowledge  the  kindly  way 
in  which  I  have  been  received  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  the  Surveyor,  the  Treasurer 
and  the  staff  of  the  Surveyor's  Department,  all  of  whom  have 
given  me  the  most  valuable  assistance, 

I  also  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
excellent  work  of  the  two  clerks,  Mrs,  England  and  Miss 
Poppitt,  who  carry  out  their  work  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
relieve  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  much  anxiety.  I  also 
acknowledge  the  valuable  work  of  Mr.  Jennings  and  the 
Refuse  Collecting  Foreman,  Mr.  Hickling. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order. 

In  July  I  recommenced  the  sampling  of  milk  for 
biological  and  bacteriological  examinations  and  the  first 
sample  taken  resulted  in  the  slaughter  of  three  tuberculous 
animals  in  the  herd.  One  more  sample  was  positive  during 
the  year. 

Housing. 

A  long  term  policy  is  being  adopted  ana  extensive 
repairs  are  not  being  askea  for  in  the  case  of  houses  which, 
owing  to  their  baa  arrangement  and  planning  ana  lack  of 
amenities,  have  obviously  a  short  life. 

As  in  all  districts  there  is  a  dire  shortage  of 
houses  ana  it  is  very  difficult  to  make  an  accurate  estimate 
of  the  number  of  houses  required,  but  the  Registrar  of 
Marriages  informs  me  that  there  are  approximately  250 
marriages  in  Long  Eaton  in  each  year. 


Whilst  marriages  generally  take  place  in  the  home 
town  of  the  bride  if  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  incoming 
brides  will  counterbalance  the  number  who  will  take  up 
residence  outside  the  area;  therefore,  we  have  6  years  in 
which  1500  new  homes  should  have  been  established  and  there 
has  been  no  building  to  cater  for  these  people. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  a  move  was  commenced  to 
deal  with  trough  closets  in  factories  and  in  future  reports 
a  tabulated  statement  will  show  the  progress  until  they  are 
all  dealt  with. 

Refuse  Collection* 

Difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  labour  was 
experienced  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  regular  over¬ 
time  was  worked.  This  did  not  prove  to  be  a  solution  and 
towards  the  enu  of  the  year  a  bonus  scheme  was  introduced. 

This  scheme  has  worked  very  well  ana  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report  we  are  nearly  back  to  the  pre-war  7  bay  collection. 

Book  Drive, 

A  most  successful  Book  Drive  was  held,  the  Army  Badge 
scheme  proved  to  be  most  stimulating  and  children  brought  out 
books  from  all  corners.  117,256  books  were  collected. 

salvage » 

The  Materials  salvaged  ana  sold  for  the  year  amounted 
to  £2030.  13*  3.  as  compared  with  £2148.  12.  10.  for  the 
previous  year.  This  total  is  very  good  as  many  items  were 
withdrawn  from  the  list  to  be  saved  and  there  was  a  fall  in 
prices. 

The  sale  of  raw  Kitchen  Waste  realised  £460.16.9.  and 
the  profit  on  the  Concentrated  Kitchen  Waste  sold  was  £84. 2.3* 

The  offices  of  the  Public  Health  Department  were 
transferred  in  November  to  "Lyndhurst” ,  1  Cranmer  Street. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thanks  the  Members  of  the 
Council  who  have  given  me  every  assistance,  and  it  will  be 
my  endeavour  to  maintain  and  improve  upon,  if  possible,  the 
high  standard  of  Public  Health  Administration  in  the  area.

Mr .W.R. Sutton,  F.I.C.,  County  Analyst,  has  kindly  supplied 
the  following  inf' ormation:  - 

53  samples  were  taken  under  the  above  Act  during  the  year. 
Of  these,  15  were  milk  samples  and  the  remaining  38  other 
foods  and  drugs. 

Of  the  Milk  samples  one  was  deficient  in  Fat  and  the  vendor 
was  cautioned. 

One  informal  sample  of  Strawberry  Jam  was  deficient  in 
fruit  and  contained  excess  sulphur  dioxide  preservative;  one 
informal  sample  of  Stoneless  Plum  Jam  was  deficient  in  fruit; 
the  vendors  of  these  samples  were  cautioned.  Three  informal 
samples  of  Tincture  of  Iodine  were  not  of  B.P.  quality.

PUBLIC  CLEANS I KG  SERVICL. 


During  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1945,  the  sale  of  Soil 
realised  £17.  19.  Od;  the  charges  for  tipping  £16.  15.  Od; 
the  removal  of  trade  refuse  £115.  10.  5d,  ana  the  value  of 
materials  salvaged  (as  shown  m  table  below)  was  £2,491.  10.  5d. 

The  Cleansing  Department  also  disposes  of  refuse  free  of 
cost  from  the  Markets,  Cemetery  and  other  Departments  of  the 
Council.  No  less  than  555  loads  from  these  sources  were  dealt 
with. 

The  number  of  premises  from  which  regular  collection  of 
refuse  was  made  was  8,505. 

Owing  to  the  number  of  sanitary  dust  bins  which  became 
unuseable,  application  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
Form  M  authorising  the  use  of  the  necessary  steel,  and  243 
sanitary  dust  bins  were  supplied  to  replace  bins  which  became 
unfit  for  use.  £203.  13.  6d.  was  received  from  the  sale  of  the 
bins. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford  U.D.C.,  your 
Council  collects  and  disposes  of  refuse  from  15  houses  in  that 
District  at  an  annual  charge  of  £9*  7.  6d. 

The  Shardlow  R.D.C. ,  collect  nightsoil  and  house  refuse 
from  2  cottages  and  a  house  near  Ssndiacre  Lock  and  a  Bungalow, 
Longmoor  Road,  at  a  cost  of  £1  per  house,  per  annum. 

The  following  table  shows  the  quantity  of  salvage  collected 
and  is  in  accordance  with  the  monthly  returns  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Supply
